-* Morning the King went incognito to fee the 
‘Queen, and was admitted among other Gentle- 

‘mento kifs her Hand; after which difcovering 

‘ himfelf to his Confort, many Compliments pafs’d. 

‘ The fame Evening the King return’d hither. The 

‘ 30th he went agen to Mataro eatly in the Morn- 

* ing, and at Nightcame back hither: And it be- 

‘ing concluded thac their Majefties thould make 

‘their pnblick Entry into this City the firft of this 

‘ Month, the Queen came the Day before to St. An- 
‘drea in the Neighbourhood of this City, whither 

‘the King went ioher in the Afternoon: And in 
‘his Way back to this City, at abdour to a Clock at 
‘Night, receiv’d the happy News of the figral 
*Vidory gaix’d by tue in Flanders; for which 

‘the People mace extraordinary Rejoycings with 

Bonefires 2nd The att Inftant ac 6 
‘inthe Moraine, ihcir Majcities made their publick 

‘Entry with grea: Pomp, accompanied by all the 
* Minifiers of the Court and the Grandees in mag- 
‘nificent Habits; their Retinue being in tich Live- 

‘ties. The King rode on Horfeback und:r a Ca- 

‘nopy; the Queen was ina Coach, foliow'd by 
‘the Ladies of the Court. Their .s/ajefties went 
‘dire@ly to the Church of Sc. Maria, where the 
‘ Marriage was ratified, divine Service being fer- 
‘ form’d by the Archbifhop of Tarragona affified by 
‘divers Bithops and Abbots. Their Majefties 
‘having repos'd themfelves a while, appear'd 
‘to fee an Artificial Firework, which was 
‘plaid cff before the Palace ; and at the fame 
‘ Time repeated Salvoes were given by the Cannon 
‘of the Fleet commanded by Admiral Leake, and 
‘by all the Fire-Arms of the City Militia, which 
‘were drawn up on the Strand near the Walls. 
‘ Their Majefties and the Court had a fumptuous 
‘Supper in Publick, the Stewards of the Houfe- 
‘hold ferving their Majefties. On the 2d their 
* Majefties went to a Solemn Mafs in the forelaid 
‘ Church, and there receiv’d the Communica: After 
‘which they din’d in publick with the ufual Cere- 
‘monies. And the Queen having given Audience 
* to the two Ambaffacors, went with the King to a 
‘ paftoral Opera ; and in the Evening reiurn’d to 
‘the Palace, where they were ferv’d at Supper in 
‘the fame Aéanner as the Night before. On this 
‘Occafion feveral Grandees and General Offi- 
‘cers were nominated. Notwithftanding the Lofs 
‘of a Tartan, which was coming from Naples, 
“laden with rich Goods, the Palace is very decent- 
‘ly adorn’d with fplendid Furniture; fo that 

“it bore an Appearance fuitable to the Occafion. 
‘The bsppy Arrival of the Queen, and the good 

‘News of the Defeat of the Enemy in Flanders, 

“ have in fome Meafare rais’d the Spirits of the Peo- 
; i who were much difcourag’d by the Lofs of 
Tortofa the of aft Month, The Succours 
‘that are asriv’d, will {erve to recruit the Number 
‘of Men that have been loft this Campaign; and 
' Sollicitations are us'd with the Allies for a further 
‘ fpeedy Reinforcement. The King in the Midft of 
‘ the Celebration of his Nuptials, did not neglect 
, 0 give out Orders for the Affairs of War; bur

, the Fleet ; and the very Day the Queen made her

before Cegliari the Capical of Sardinia. The Plece 
Was immediately {ummon’d to acknowledge King 
Charles, a:.d only 3 Hours were a!iow'd them +o 
teke their Refolucion : Buc the Governour refadng 
to fubmir, the Allies began the fame Day to bom- 
bard the Place, and continued bombarding ti!) the 
17th 5; when the Govertiour having witkdrawn him- 
felf, the Town furrendred. This News comes by 
a Bark, which had it froc orhers at Sea 5 and is 
confirm’d by Letiers from Bonifacio in rhe Idand of 


Corfica; but we have no Account directly from 


Sardinia.

Amfterdam, Sept. 7. "Vis advis’d from Seville;

Pars, Sept. 3. The Report of the Lofs of Fene- 
firelles proves fal%c ; it was but a Redoubt before 
that Place which the Enemy took at Difcretion ; bur 
the Duke of Savoy with his Troops being encamp'd 
on an advantagious Ground, which the Marfhal de 
Villars muft neceffarily pais before be can put Suc- 
cours into the Place, ’tis forefeen it muft fall into the 
Hands of the Enemy, who by that Acquifition will 


be enabled to penetrate further into our Country. 


The 1ft Inftant the Marfhal de Theffe fet out for 
Italy. Monfieur du Caffe has fent a Lieutenant of 
a Man of War to give the King an Account, that he 
is arriv’d at Port Paflage on the Coaft of Bifcay, 
with the Spanifh Flota from the Havana, The Duke 
of Orleans writes from the Camp at Agramunt the 
22d of laft Month, that his Army bas great Plenty 
of all Sorts of Provifions ; and that he propofes ro 
continue theft till the Opening of the Autumn Cain- 
paign, unlefs General Staremberg make fome Mo- 
tion that may oblige bim to take other Meafures. 
Letters from Court teil us the Duke of Burgundy 
lay at Tournay the 1ft Inftanc ; that he would con- 
tinue there till his Army had pafs’d rhe Schelde; and 
march the 3d, in order to advance to the Enemy the 
4th with a numerous Train of Artillery, An Arret 
of the King’s Council of State is newly publith’d, 
ordering that from the 1f of O&cber the Louis d'Or 
fhall be current at mo more than 12 Livres 15 Sols, 
the Crown at 3 Livres 8 Solis, and the keffer Coins 
in Proportion.

Pars, Sept, 3. Lerters from Grenoble confirm, 
that the Duke of Savoy caufes Feneftrelles to be at- 
tacd with greac Vigour; snd that the Marfhal de 
Villars finding no Way to relieve the Place, is con- 
triving to hinder his Royal Highnefs from executing 
his other Projects.
